Sativa® IM RTU contains imidacloprid, a Group 4a insecticide; tebuconazole, a Group 3 fungicides and; metalaxyl, a Group 4
fungicide. Imidacloprid belongs to the neonicotinoid class of chemistry. Tebuconazole belong to the DMI class of chemistry.
Metalaxyl belongs to the phenylamide class of chemistry.

Pest populations may contain individuals naturally resistant to active ingredients in Sativa® IM RTU and if used repeatedly in the
same fields, then resistant members may eventually dominate the population.
